“The day after the surrender of Ant­ 
werp the frightened population asked 
Itself what would become of the Bel­ 
gians of age to bear arm s or who would 
reach that age before the end of the 
occupation. The entreaties of the fa ­ 
thers and mothers of families deter­ 
mined me to question the gov ernor of 
Antwerp, Baron v on Huene, who had 
the kindness to reassure me and to 
authorize ine In his name to reassure 
the agonized parents. 
The rumor had 
spread at Antwerp, nev ertheless, that 
at Liege, Namur, and Charleroi young 
men had been seized and taken by 
force to Germany. 
I therefore beg­ 
ged Gov ernor v on Iluene to be good 
enough to confirm to me in writing the 
guarantee which he had giv en to me 
orally, to the effect that nothing sim­ 
ilar would happen at Antwerp. 
lie 
said to me Immediately that the ru­ 
mors 
concerning 
deportations 
were 
without basis, and unhesitatingly he 
sent me In writing, among other state­ 
ments, the following: ‘Young men hav e 
no reason to fear that they will be ta­ 
ken to Germany, either to be there en­ 
rolled in the army or employed for 
forced labor.’ 
This declaration, written and sign­ 
ed, was publicly transmitted to the 
clergy and to those of the faith of 
the prov ince of Antwerp, as your excel­ 
lency can see from the document en­ 
closed herewith, dated October 16th, 
1914, which was read In all the church­ 
es.

“Upon the arriv al of your predeces­ 
sor, the late Baron v on der Goltz, at 
Brussels I had the honor of presenting 
myself at his house and requested him 
to be good enough to ratify for the en­ 
tire country, without time limit, the 
guarantees which General v on Huena 
had giv en me for the prov ince of Ant­ 
werp. 
The gov ernor general retained 
this request in his possession in order 
to examine it at his leisure. 
The fol­ 
lowing day he was good enough to 
come in person to Malines to bring me 
his approv al, and confirmed to me, In 
the presence of two aides-de-camp and 
of my priv ate' secretary, the promise 
that the liberty of Belgian citizens 
would be respected. 
“To doubt the authority of such un­ 
dertakings would hav e been to reflect 
upon the persons who had made them, 
and I therefore took steps to allay, by 
all the means of persuasion In my 
power, the anxieties which persisted in 
the interested families. 
“Notwithstanding all this, your gov ­ 
ernment now tears from their homes 
workmen reduced in spite of their ef­ 
forts to a state of unemployment, sep­ 
arates them by force from their wiv es 
and children and deports them to en­ 
emy territory.

lot; more numerous are those who are 
threatened with the same acts of v io­ 
lence.

“In the name of the liberty of domi­ 
cile and the liberty of work of Belgian 
citizens; in the name of the Inv iola­ 
bility of families; in the name of mor­ 
al interests which the measures of de­ 
portation would grav ely compromise;

gov ernor of the Prov ince of Antwerp 
and by the gov ernor general, the im­

“Our laboring class has endured 
ev erything with the utmost calm and 
the most Impressiv e dignity, repressing 
its sufferings, its complaints and heav y 
trials, sacrificing 
ev erything to its

The Milk Indictments 
The Cook county grand jury returned indictm ents against a num ber 


of milk producers on a charge of conspiracy to fix the m ilk price. 


The crim inal prosecution 
o f milk producers is regretable. 
The greater 


part of them while seeking mo re mo ney fo r their pro duct ho ped to get it 
by 


receiv ing a larger part of the 
price the consum er now pays. 
They did not 


want the consum er 
to pay more. 
They did feel the d istrib utor should. 


Under present conditions the distributor gets m ore money for the milk 


he peddlee than the farm er does for the milk he produces. 


No fair-minded man has any sym pathy for the producer w ho out of 


mean spirit wo uld feed his milk to the hogs and deprive children of it. 
He 


m ight alm o st as well attack a babe with arm s. 
B ut there Is no q uestion but 


that the producer must get m ore for his milk than w hat he was recently 


o ffered by the milk commission. 
If he doesn’t he will be losing m oney on 


the farm despite he puts in hard hours from sunrise to sunset and break s 


his way through m ountainous snow drifts and mired roads to 
to the 


train with his product. 


Here and there milk producers are m ean and crafty just as here and 


there in other lines of endeavor we find m ean and crafty men. 
B ut this 


do es not disguise the fact that more of the money for m ilk m ust go to the 


pro ducer o r soon we will have no milk . 
Indictm ents w on’t m ak e the cow 


giv e milk nor even persuade the average city man to go to the farm . 


Facts as to Russia 
What Neushel, the student, and Michaels, the professor, who have 


just returned to this country, after m onths of intim ate connection with 


internal affairs in Russia, say is entitled to m ore thun the ordinary credence. 


Neither o f them hobnobbed with officialdom, as do the ordinary authorized 


co m m issio ns, and returned with the m ere opinion of interested parties. Both 


got down am ong the common folk s and thus got real inform ation as to 


actual general conditions. 


They testify that Russia q uits fighting the Teuton solely because she 


can no longer fight. 
She simply hasn’t 
the arm s, m unitions and leaders, 


no r the sentim ent of patriotism to spur 
her on. 
She’s so desperate tha t she

COUNTY SUPT. NEIGHBOUR EXPLAINS 
WORKING OF HIGHWAY COMMISSIONER LAW 


L. B. Neighbo ur, Co unty Nupt. 
Beginning with April. 1918. the 
State altogether abandons the sys­ 
tem of three tow nship highway com- 
missioners. 
H enceforth there w 
be but one. 
Following are som e of the princi­ 
pal provisions of the law as it is now 
In effect. 
In counties und er “ Township O r­ 
ganization,” a highway commissioner 
shall be elected at the first annual 
town m eeting afte r the passage of 
the A m endm ent of 1917, for a term 
of two (2) years. 
This is the town 
m eeting to be held the first Tuesday 
in April, 1918. 
Every two years thereafter a high­ 
way com m issioner will be elected, to 
hold office for two (2) years, and un­ 
til his successor is elected and q uali­ 
fied. 
The official term of any highway 
com missioner elected under the law 
as it formerly was (when it provided 
for the election of three (3) highway 
com m issioners) shall expire upon the 
q ualification of the highway com ­ 
m issioner elected under the law as 
now am ended. 
Com missioners heretofore elected 
as “ single com m issioners” will, how ­ 
ever, continue to hold their offices to 
the end of the term s for which they 
were severally elected. 
The 1917 
Am endm ent does not put the “single 
com m issioner” out of office. 
The Lee County Towns now hav­ 
ing “ single com m issioners” and so 
not affected by the am endm ent, are: 
Alto, Ashton,: China, Dixon, H am il­ 
ton, Sublette and Wyoming. 
The highway com m issioner shall, 
annually, as heretofore, m ak e report 
of his work in w riting, as specified 
in Section 50-B. 
Such reports are to 
be m ade to the board of town a ud i­ 
tors, at the sem i-annual meeting im ­ 
m ediately preceding the annual town 
meeting. 
Meetings of the Highway Com m is­ 
s i o n e r with the Town Clerk .— The 
highway com m issioner shall, on the 
second Tuesday next after the annual 
town m eeting in each year, be pres­ 
ent at the office of the town clerk , 
for the discharge of the duties of his 
office. 
He shall also be present at 
such office at such other tim e or 
tim es as he shall designate, and as 
the duties of his office may req uire, 
for the transaction of his official busi­ 
ness. 
As the law reads, it is q uite 
clear tha t the official place of busi­ 


ness of the highw ay commissioner is 
at the office of the town clerk . 
Rowers and Duties.— The powers 
and duties of the highway com m is­ 
sioners have n ut Ueen changed. 
As 
they are num erous, we will not re­ 
cite the list here, but say that they 
are concisely enum erated in the Road 
Law, under Section 50-B. 
Com pensation.— The com missioner 
shall receive for each and every day 
he is necessarily employed in the dis­ 
charge of his duties, a wage to Ire 
fixed by the board of town auditors. 
In counties of the first class (with 
populations up to 25,000) this is not 
to exceed $3 per day. 
In counties of 
the second class (with 
population 
from 25,000 to 
1 0 0 ,0 0 0 ) no t to ex­ 
ceed $4.00 per day. 
In u,..A ies of 
the third class (100.000 and upw ard) 
not to exceed $5.00 per day. 
As according to a well k nown prin­ 
ciple of the law, a public serv ant’s 
com pensation should be fixed before 
his em ploym ent, and not fixed or al­ 
tered during the period of his office, 
the auditing board should, in each 
town, establish the daily pay of the 
com m issioner before he Is elected to 
office. 
W hen we tak e into consideration 
tha t this is a place that calls for 
especial q ualifications, and may etk e 
a man from his own home work at a 
most critical 
time, 
and 
that the 
farm er is now paying as high as $3 
a day for ordinary labor, and tha t in 
the highway w ork the commissioner 
m ust furnish his own transportation, 
a horse and buggy costing him $1 a 
day, and an auto considerable more, 
it is plain tha t the maximum pay for 
Lee County, $4, is little enough to 
offer a good man, and probably as 
little as will secure a good man. 
The com m issioner is to receive his 
pay on a sw orn statem ent filed by 
him in the office of the town clerk . 
It m ust show the num ber or days 
he has been employed, the k ind of 
em ploym ent, and must give the dates 
of the same. 
There has been one great change: 
Under the old. three-m an system. tu< 
com m issionership was a side issue. 
Under the present law, it calls for a 
m an who can give it an undivided a t­ 
tention. 
It has become a m a n’s-sized 
job. 
The voters of the town have a seri­ 
ous responsibility, that of finding and 
electing the m an for the place.

RAILROADS ISSUE INSTRUCTIONS 
TO ENGINEERS ABOUT 
WHISTLE. 


Chicago, Feb. 20— As another m eth 
od of preventing grade crossing acci­ 
dents several railroads of the coun­ 
try are conducting elaborate experi­ 
m ents w ith locomotive whistles to d e­ 
term ine the most effective m eans 
of 
signalling the approach of a train. 
In these experim ents 
the 
carrying 
power of the cound was studied care­ 
fully w ith the result tha t several Im­ 
portant facts w ere ascertained, 
ac­ 
cording to Superintendent T. A hearn 
of tlie coast division,of the Southern 
Pacific. 
“ E xtensive tests s h o w that a w his­ 
tle call for a station signal 
should 
never be less than five seconds,” said 
he 
In a lecture to engineers, 
“the 
long blasts of the crossing two and a 
half seconds and the short blasts one 
second. P articular care should be ta k 
on to cut off the blasts sharply 
and 
not slur them. It is 
o f utm ost 
im ­ 
portance in causing sound to travel 
that these 
instructions 
be carried 
out. 
“ A fter sounding the yhistle cut 
o ff 
the steam completely and allow a per 
ceptible tim e to elapse between 
the 
bla?tp. T hey then are carried to a dis 
tance very much clearer than If juni- 
gled into one continuous blast. The 
whistle is an im portant 
safety de­ 
vice of which we m ust m ak e most e f­ 
ficient use .”

20.—A Gorman patrol, ready to 
umfcush an American patrol, was dis 
covered early in tho morning by a sen 
try , who gave the alarm by a rifle shot 
Then tho American machine guns rid 
died the enemy .

There were no casualties among the 
Americans. It is thought possible that 
this was the same patrol which set a 
successful ambuscade last week.

American forces feel that they have 
at least exacted partial reparation. 
Gas shells in considerable numbers

Neither were there any casualties.

“You are soon to go to France to 
fight.” Mr. T aft said. * “Fight y our 
best, for y our country and for m an­ 
kind. 
God speed y ou.” 
Thousands of jackies wore lined up 
to greet the form er president when he 
arrived at the station. He was met by 
Mrs. William A. Moffett, wife of the 
commandant, who is in Washington, 
and all of the officers of the station. 
Led by the band, the former presi* 
\ Pflr(1 to supply ing the family 
dent and tin* officers marched to the 
station’s 
headquarters. 
From 
there 
Mr. Taft was escorted to the deten­ 
tion camp, where Tfld newly arrived 
jackies « re being held for 21 day s. 
“I have spoken at all the army can­ 
tonments in the c ou n t r y h e told tho 
boy s, “but this is ttie first time I have 
had the opportunity to speak to the 
navy . 
“ You boy s all volunteered for serv­ 
ice. 
You know why y ou have taken 
up the business of lighting. 
“But there are many whispering pro- 
Germuns and pacifists asking ques­ 
tions. and it is y our duty to knew y our 
reasons for fighting so well y ou may 
answer quickly . 
“When the war broke out the United 
States was neutral, as was our right. 
The whispering pro-Germans, though, 
say we violated neutrality by shipping 
self t0 make every seed count, 
munitions to the allies. 
“This has alway s been done.

many sold munitions to Spain in the 
Spanish war. 
“Then 
these 
whispering 
pro-Ger­ 
mans and pacifists say we had a legal 
right to sell munitions, but we should 
not havo exercised it. 
"If we had not sold munitions to the 
allies we would have shut off our own 
supplies 
of 
munitions 
in 
time 
of 
trouble. 
“America is not a warlike nation. 
America may never be prepared for 
war. 
In case of trouble we must have 
a source of supply of munitions.” 
Speaking of Germany ’s submarine 
warfare, lie declared “Germany has 
murdered 14.000 men and women by 
that warfare, 200 of them Americans.” 
More than 1,500 jackies heard the 
former president’s second address, lie 
remained at the station overnight.

TTow shall we get ready for home 
gardening activities in 19 18 is a ques­ 
tion now reaching the United States 
departm ent of agriculture from all sec­ 
tions. 
To these questioners the de­ 
partm ent is giving the following ad­ 
vice : 
Determine the location and the area 
to be planted to vegetables as soon as 
practicable. 
Clear it of rubbish and 
as material suitable for a compost 
heap Is available, start one. 
Arrange, 
if possible, for the necessary fertilizer 
for tho season’s garden from local 
sources, such as stables, streets or 
abattoirs. 
Add these materials to the 
compost heap so as to insure as large 
a supply as possible of suitable ma- 
terlal with the smallest practicable use 
of commercial fertilizers. 
This is 'de­ 
sirable to insure plant food and to save 
I expense. 
Commercial fertilizers are 
| scarce and high, and iu garden work 
even when such materials are abund- 
( ant and relatively cheap they cannot 
entirely replace stable manure and 
compost. 
Each city or town should 
he able to supply the major part of 
♦ he needs of its gardening population 
if the fertilizers produced within its 
limits are husbanded for their use. 
Ge t Se e ds Ea rly . 
As soon as the spring catalogues are 
available, select the list of seeds need­ 
ed to plant the area to be used for gar­ 
dening. 
In choosing the list, have in 
mind the selection of those sorts which 
did best last season, those which the 
family relished most, and determine 
the quantity with care in order that 
i only the seed necessary to meet y our 
requirement be purchased. 
The sup- 
j ;Ply of some of the important varieties 
of garden seeds is limited, and In or­ 
der that all may obtain the quantity 
needed to meet their needs, every one 
should co-operate to make the supply 
available produce n maximum crop. 
Place y our seed orders early . 
Pla n Your Ga rde n in Adv a nc e . 
In planning the garden have due re- 
with 
fresh vegetables as well as those de­ 
sired for canning or dry ing, but refrain 
from entering the field of commercial 
vegetable production unless y ou are 
an experienced practical gardener with 
suitable soil and location and adequate 
capital to finance the operation. 
Planning the garden on paper—that 
is, drawing a right plan to scale on 
which are indicated the spaces to he 
devoted to early planted and inter 
crops, tho best planting dates, etc—is 
nu interesting winter evening employ ­ 
ment for the entire family . 
See that garden tools are properly 
protected and are ready for spring use.
